This communication is an Examiner's reasons for allowance in response to 
application filed on 1 1/05/1999, assigned serial 09/699,963 and titled "Electronic Kit 
Bag." 

The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

The prior art closest to the subject matter of claim 68 is the reference of Cline 
(U.S. 4,642,775) which discloses a flight planning system that uses a portable computer 
(40) having the built-in modem to establish a communication to a flight data center (30). 
The flight data center (30) generates a flight plan and provides weather data which are 
both transmitted to the portable computer (40) for storage on a floppy disk or other 
medium. The floppy disk or the other medium is then inserted into the on-board data 
management unit (20). An existing processing unit located within the on-board data 
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management unit formats tine weatlier and fliglit plan data for display on a control and 
display unit located in the aircraft cockpit. 

The subject matter of claim 68 is distinguished from this prior art in that it 
comprises a method of providing to and for use by an aircraft aviation professional a 
portable device, comprising the steps of "acquiring information that includes the weather 
information, the aircraft crew scheduling information, the aircraft maintenance 
information, the aircraft load weight and balance information and the aircraft manifest 
information an up to the minute basic using the transportable laptop computer; and 
calculating using the transportable laptop computer while en route an adjusted second 
flight plan based on the up to the minute information, wherein the adjusted second flight 
plan is substantially different than the first flight plan."
